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FOREWORD 

Here in black Ink Virginia's deeds shine bright. These records are 
drawn from county and city reports, from special histories and narra- 
tives, from State and National archives. The novel plan of the reports 
makes every item of the unique content easy of reference. This fourth 
quarterly issue brings the cumulative index of source material to a total 
of nearly 150 pages. Much remains to be catalogued later. It is easy 
to find gaps and omissions in these records, but at least so much has beer 
saved from the greedy maw of time. 

John Dewey says that progress is a "retail job." A stout faith in 
this basic principle led to the adoption of the retail method in the pro- 
gram of work. The broad field of Virginia war history is parcelled out 
into sections. In one hundred counties, In a score of cities, in the 
national capital, special groups are at work. Fifty editors and asso- 
ciates are studying material and preparing manuscripts for the four- 
volume history. 

Nothing is left to haphazard or to sentiment. Fighting and Finance, 
Camp and Church, Campaigns and Colleges, Recruiting and Relief, Draft 
and Drives, Conservation and Commerce — all phases of life and action in 
war time are Included in the sweep of the drag-net for facts. This is a 
large order. Even now, after three years of work, the task is not com- 
plete. To lay a solid basis of facts for a worthy edifice of narrative his- 
tory is a work of time. 

This work of three years has cost the State $25,000. The cities and 
counties have reported local appropriations that will probably bring 
their total to an equal amount. The unpaid work of the hundreds of 
members of the Commission for this period would seem to be worth an 
equal amount. On this basis, the Commission is getting for the State 
two dollars for every dollar given by the Legislature. 

For the coming biennium, the Budget Committee has been asked for 
$50,000 to complete the work in two years. This amount is estimated 
to cover the cost of collecting and collating adequate source material and 
of preparing the manuscript four-volume history. The Executive Com- 
mittee is unanimous in recommending this plan. An alternative plan 
has been submitted, however, in case this amount is not now available. 
An appropriation of $15,000 will serve to carry on the work as at present, 
"but will hardly complete the task. 

Finally, the work of the Commission may be brought to a close with- 
out further cost. It would seem a pity to "scrap" an efficient organi- 
zation and to lose the benefit of the interest of many workers and 
writers. But even in this case, according to the opinion of an expert 
archivist and historian, the results already achieved for Virginia's war 
history are well worth the cost, and compare favorably with results 
achieved elsewhere at much greater cost. 

Virginia's best memorial to her war heroes, living and dead, is the 
full and faithful record of their deeds. Bronze and stone may attest 
our pride or the stretched meter of song may show our love. But only 
the written word of prosaic chronicles and narratives will preserve the 
truth of history. Thus only may we hold a plea with the rage of devour- 
ing time. Virginia speaks in her records. The rest is silence.
